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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches in the State 
of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 1S24. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, Augustus 
Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Roswell Burrows, Oliver 
Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. 
H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made 
and constituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention 
of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and 
their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; shall be capable of suing 
and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may 
have a common seal, and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual 
income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, 
whatever may be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other offi- 
cers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make By-Laws respect- 
ing the number, qualification, and duties of their officers and members, prescribe 
the mode of election, and admission of members, the time, place, and manner of 
holding their meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the government 
and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects of 
said Convention as expresed in their Constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this 
State or the United States, 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist Meeting 
House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, on the second Wed- 
nesday of June, A. D. 1924, at nine o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, amended or ap- 
pealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly:- — -That said corporation be hereafter called and known 
by the name of "The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 

STATE CONVENTION 

Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the General Assembly of this 
state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty- 
five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at the end thereof the 
following: "Said Convention may accept and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds 
as may be given, devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or 
way as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, when 
such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit 
of said. Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CON- 
VENTION. 

ARTICLE 11. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel 
and the organization and maintenance of Baptist churches and church schools in the 
State of Connecticut; and to act as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of 
Connecticut in advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particu- 
larly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic interests of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. 


ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist Churches 
of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associated Baptist Churches, 
each such church which has contributed to the funds of the Convention during the 
year last preceding the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each fraction of a 
hundred resident members and for each church school connected with it; provided, 
however, that no church shall be permitted to send more than five delegates besides 
its pastor. 

Sec. ■ 2. All members of the general denominational boards and officers of the 
Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; officers of this Convention and 
members of its Board of Managers; officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut; and officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be 
ex-officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to all the privi- 
leges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

« 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a First Vice- 
President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a 
fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secretary, who shall be the General Secretary 
of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording Secretary shall 
be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall serve from the close of the 
annual meeting at which they are elected until the close of the next annual meet- 
ing, or until their successors have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by 
the Board of Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of President, the 
First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the office of First Vice-President 
also is vacant, the Second Vice-President shall perform the duties of President. 
Should vacancies occur in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers 
shall elect a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Removal 
of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common practice pertain 
to their respective offices. 

ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the President, 
the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President of the Convention and forty- 
five (45) elective members chosen by ballot at the annual meeting of the Conven- 
tion for the term of three years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its 

elective members shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be ex- 
officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board of Mana- 
gers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year to serve under the for- 
mer Constitution and for a term of two years those trustees who have two years to 
serve under the former Constitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the 

annual meeting at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 

for a term of three years. V^hen the Board has been thus constituted, fifteen mem- 
bers, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies occurring from other 

causes than the expiration of terms, shall be elected at each annual meeting for the 
term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided as nearly 

equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. The president, the state 
home director and the state foreign secretary of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut shall be ex-officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privileges and 

authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by by-laws 
adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote of all the 
delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s previous notice.

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THE ONE HUNDRED AND TWELFTH ANNUAL SESSION 
OF THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 

New Haven, Conn., October 17, 18, 19, 1935. 

The One Hundred and Twelfth Annual Meeting of The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held In the Calvary Baptist Church, New Haven, Rev. Sankey Lee 
Blanton, pastor, October 17, 18, 19, 1935. 

The Convention was called to order by the president. Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, 
Thursday evening, at 7:30 o’clock. Rev. Alfred Jones, Branford, acted as chor- 
ister, and Mrs. Elbert E. Gates, Hartford, and Mrs. Ernest O. Hunt, Farmington, 
served as organists. 

After the singing of a hymn, prayer was offered by Rev. E. T. Settle, Ph. D., 
West Haven. 

The provisional program, published in The Connecticut Baptist, was submitted 
as the report of the Committee on Program by Secretary Elbert E. Gates. Voted: 
that the printed program, with the changes noted, be accepted as the program for 
the sessions. In noting the changes in the program, announcement was made that 
Rev. Henry E. Hodge, Putnam, who was appointed to preach the annual sermon 
was unable, because of illness, to be present. Voted: that the president send a let- 
ter of greeting to Mr. Hodge. 

The address of Welcome was delivered by Deacon Vernon H. Hodges, Calvary 
Church, in which he very graciously and cordially welcomed the delegates and as- 
sured them that Calvary Church was delighted to have the Convention meet with it. 
Response was made by the president. 

The’ Committee on Evangelism reported through its chairman. Rev. Joseph J. 
Allen, New London, Voted: that the report be adopted and printed in the Annual. 

(See Report H) 

A violin solo was rendered by Mrs. Wilma Arnold Hausman, New Haven, 
after which an offering was taken. 

In the place of the annual sermon an address was delivered by Dr. J. Quinter 
Miller, executive secretary of the Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious 
Education, of Hartford, who spoke on the topic, “The Ministry of the Church in 
a World of Changes”. The Convention was very grateful to Dr. Miller for his 
willingness to take a place on the program on such short notice. 

The choir of the church sang an anthem. 

Professor Kenneth S. Latourette, Ph. D., of Yale, and a member of Calvary 
Church, delivered an address on "The Fundamental Basis of Missionary Progress”. 

The president called for a season of silent prayer, followed by prayer by Rev. 
Joseph J. Allen, New London. 


Meeting adjourned. 
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Friday Morning, October 18 th 

The Convention was called to order by President Timbie at 9:45 o’clock, who 
introduced Dr. M. C. Burt, first vice-president, to preside at the morning program 
until after the president’s address.

Voted: to 
adopt the report and print it in the Annual.

Voted: that the report be adopted and printed 
in the Annual.

Voted: that the report be adopted and 
printed in the Annual.

Southington, and Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Jewett City, was submittj 
Voted: to accept the report and print it in the Annual.

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Report of the committee to nominate Officers and Managers was submitted by 
Rev. L. T. Mallery, Middletown, the chairman.

Voted: that the secretary be instructed to cast one ballot for the officers and 
members of the Board of Managers named. The secretary cast the ballot and the 
officers and managers were declared elected. 

After the singing of a hymn, President Timbie delivered the annual address. 
This was followed by an address by Dr. William Lyon Phelps, of Yale, the honor- 
ary pastor of Calvary Baptist Church. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. J. H. McLean, New Haven, who was selected by 
the committee to give the devotional meditations for this session of the Convention. 

Friday Afternoon 

The Convention was called to order by President Timbie. 

After the singing of a hymn, the devotional period was conducted by Rev. J. 
H. McLean. 

Miss Mary L. Howard, president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of 
Connecticut, was introduced and delivered an address. 

Miss Howard then introduced Mrs. Elbert E. Gates, Hartford, as the new 

state secretary for the Children’s World Crusade.

Miss Dorothy A. Stevens, treasurer of the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society, was introduced by Miss Howard, and spoke on the "Forward Fund”. 

An offering was then taken.

After the singing of a hymn, the report of the Committee on Social Action was 
submitted by Rev. David P. Gaines, Waterbury, a member of the committee. Voted: 
that the report be adopted and printed in the Annual.

Rev. John Milton Moore, D. D., Bridgeport, delivered an address on "The Time 
and the Task”, an appraisal of the report of the Committee on Social Action of 
The Northern Baptist Convention, 

Prayer was offered by Secretary Gates. 

After the singing of a hymn, a historical paper, "The Baptists in Connecticut”, 
prepared by Rev. Henry E. Hodge, Putnam, was read in his absence, by Rev. Louis 
J. Shepler, Mystic. Voted: that this paper be accepted as the basis for an author- 
ized historical sketch to be submitted to the Tercentenary Committee of the State 
for the volume to be issued in connection with the celebration. 

The Convention and Promotion budgets which had been presented through posters 
were explained by Director H. B. Sloat and Secretary Gates. Secretary Gates then 
conducted the presentation of the Convention workers. A representative of each pro- 
ject was invited to the platform and introduced to the Convention. The presenta- 
tion closed with prayer by President Timbie. 
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This was followed by a communion service conducted by Rev. Sankey L. Blan- 
ton, assisted by President Timbie and Secretary Gates. 

After the singing of a hymn and the benediction, the meeting adjourned. 


Friday Evening 

The Convention was called to order by President Timbie, who presented Mrs. 
H. S. Palmer, second vice-president, to preside. After singing, prayer was offered 
by Professor Everett H. Fitch, deacon of Calvary Church. 

Rev. David A. Pitt, D. D., Norwich, spoke on "Missions”, the denominational 
magazine. 

The Resolutions Committee reported through Mrs. Leroy M. Bennett, Hartford. 
Voted: to adopt and print the report of the Resolutions Committee in the Annual.

After the singing of a hymn. Dr. Joseph C. Robbins, foreign secretary of The 
American Baptist Foreign Mission Society, New York, delivered an address on "For- 
eign Missions a Forceful Factor in World Progress.” 

The offering was taken. 

An address was then delivered by Rev. Joseph A. Cooper, field representative 
of The Northern Baptist Convention, and at present acting-secretary of the Vermont 
Convention, who spoke on "Making America Christian”. 

The devotional period was conducted by Rev. J. H. McLean. After the bene- 
diction the Convention adjourned. 

Saturday Morning, October 19th 

The Convention was called to order by the president at 9:45 o’clock. 

After the singing of a hymn. Rev. Julius Kaaz, New Haven, read the scripture 
lesson and offered prayer. 

Reports of committees and business followed. 

The report of the associational groups for nominees for the Officers and Board 
of Managers to report next year was submitted by Secretary Gates. Voted: that 
the nominees be elected and act as the Committee to nominate Officers and Mana- 
gers to report at the Convention meeting in 1936.

The report of the Committee on Ministerial Standing, in the absence of Rev. 
Henry E. Hodge, chairman, was submitted by the secretary. Voted: that the re- 
port be adopted and printed in the Annual.

C. B, Jensen, Hartford. Voted: that the change suggested by the committee in the 
functions of the committee be referred to the Committee on Revision of By-Laws, 
Rev. David P. Gaines, chairman. Voted: that the recommendation concerning the 
contributions from the churches to the Federation of Churches be referred to the 
Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion and the Board of Managers. Voted: that 
the report be adopted. 
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At this point the meeting adjourned and The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society held a business session.

Elvin Daniels, formerly of West Haven.

The report of the World Wide Guild was submitted by Miss Helen Barnum, 
Bristol, state secretary. Voted: that the report be adopted and printed.

Report of the Children’s World Crusade was submitted by Mrs. Elbert E. 
Gates, the state secretary. Voted: that the report be adopted and printed.

Statement of the 400th anniversary of the printing of the English Bible was 
read by President Timbie. Voted: that a paragraph in the next issue of The Con- 
necticut Baptist be used concerning this 400th anniversary. 

President Timbie read a letter from The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit 
Board, suggesting that the Convention recommend to the Baptist churches of Con- 
necticut that one fellowship offering per year be sent directly to the Board. Voted: 
that The Connecticut Baptist Convention recommend to each of its churches that 
one Fellowship Offering each year be taken, at the observance of the Lord’s Supper, 
to be sent directly to The Ministers and Missionaries Benefit Board for the benefit 
of those of our aged ministers and missionaries, their wives, and widows, who are 
in extreme need. 

After the singing of a hymn, an inspirational address was delivered by Rev. 
Joseph A. Cooper, on the denominational activities and the individual’s responsibility 
for it. 

In the absence of the chairman of the committee on Registration, it was ordered 
that the report be printed in The Connecticut Baptist. 

Voted: that the president be permitted to appoint the Standing Committees of 
the Convention at his convenience after the adjournment of the Convention. 

Voted: that at the close of the young people’s banquet, which is a part of the 
Convention that the Convention stand adjourned. 

The devotional period was conducted by Rev. J. H. McLean. After prayer, the 
meeting adjourned. 
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Saturday Afternoon 
Young People’s Session 

The afternoon session was called to order at two o’clock by President Timbie. 

The worship period was led by the young people of the First Baptist Church, 
Ansonia. 

"Christian Youth Building a New World’’ movement was explained by Director 
O. P. Campbell, as a background to the afternoon conferences on Baptist Youth in 
Action through participation in the local church and denominational program. 

President James H. Franklin, president of The Northern Baptist Convention, 
gave an address on “Northern Baptist Youth in Action”. 

Group conferences were held as follows: (1) "Program of Personal Religious 
Living”, Rev. William H. Genne, New Haven, leader; (2) “The Home, Church, 
and Community”, Rev. L. Louis Aber, Providence, R. I., leader; (3) "Making Amer- 
ica Christian”, Miss Dorothy A. Stevens, New York; (4) "Making the World 
Christian”, Dr. James H. Franklin. 

A session for children's workers was held in Immanuel Baptist Church, Dr. 
John B. Pharr, pastor, simultaneously with the young people’s session. The Chil- 
dren’s World Crusade conference was led by Mrs. E. E. Gates, Hartford, a forum 
on a balanced curriculum for our children was led by Mrs. P. E. Dixon, director 
of Children’s Work. An address was given on helping our children to worship by 
Miss Lois W. Beach, New Haven. A consecration service was led by Miss Elsee 
Layton, West Willington. Departmental conferences were as follows: Nursery-Be- 
ginners, Miss Maud E. Dimmick, Waterbury; Primary, Mrs. Major L. Johnson, 
Hartford; Juniors, Miss Clara May Potter and Miss Elva Nicholson, New Haven. 

The annual young people’s banquet was held in Calvary Baptist Church. Toast- 
master, Mr. Earle Zeigler, South Norwalk; invocation, Rev. C. B. Jensen, Hartford; 
pianist, Mrs. Ernest O. Hunt, Farmington; song leader, Mr. Ralph Seguine, Roches- 
ter, N. Y. Addresses were made by President Franklin and Dr. J. C. Robbins. 
Benediction was offered by Dr. E. T. Settle. The attendance was 325.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention, 

Greeting: 

The Board of Managers, Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, president, and Elbert E. Gates, 
secretary, submits its one hundred and twelfth annual report for the year 1934-1935. 
The regular meetings of the Board and the Executive Committee, except the July 
meeting, no quorum appearing, have been held. 

During the year a few changes in the personnel of the Board have occurred. 
Rev. Victor F. Scalise, Rowayton, who served the Board for two years, resigned, 
when he accepted the call of a church in Massachusetts. He was a member of the 
committee on Christian Education and for several years was a member of the faculty 
of the Summer Assembly at Storrs, Connecticut. Rev. William J. Sly, Ph. D., 
Norwich, resigned, when he removed from the state and retired from the pastorate. 
He was the first director of religious education for the Convention and later served 
on the education committee. Rev. David W. Lovett, Willimantic, resigned when 
he removed from the state. He was for a number of years chairman of the com- 
mittee on Aided Churches and a member of the Executive Committee. These men 
rendered valuable service to the Convention and its Board. William James Tuller, 
West Hartford, was killed in an automobile accident. He was a member of the 
Finance Committee and for several years antedating his membership and during the 
period of his membership, acted for the Board in the matter of having all church 
property, held by the Convention, properly covered with insurance. In the first year 
of this service he donated the premiums on the policies he wrote for the Convention 
He, also, served, with acceptance, several of our churches as a lay preacher. He 
was a prominent member of the West Hartford Church, where he gave valuable 
service as clerk, member of committees and in the Sunday school. His tragic death 
was a shock to the Baptists and a large circle of friends and acquaintances in the 
state, where he was well known and popular. 

The Finance Committee 

The Finance Committee, William S. Fuller, chairman, supervises all the finan- 
cial affairs of the Convention, including the investments of the permanent and trust 
funds. The treasurer’s books, which close on April 30th, showed on April 30, 1934, 
a deficit of ^2,091.26, and on April 30, 1935, a deficit of ^3,031.56. The Board 
charged the Finance Committee to make a third attempt to balance the budget for 
the current year. An estimation of income and disbursements was made and reduc- 
tions were made on certain items. It was not necessary to make a general reduction 
in all the appropriations. The Board anticipates that the books will close this year 
without an addition to the deficit. During the last fiscal year the income from 
permanent funds decreased ^362.78 and the receipts from New York ^1,721.78 
over the previous year. 

Early in the year your Board made application to the Connecticut Board of 
Promotion and the Council of Finance and Promotion of The Northern Baptist Con- 
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vention, for the liberty of putting on a campaign for designated gifts to the Con- 
vention of a sum not to exceed ^10,000.00. The Board charged the president and 
the general secretary with this task. The special committee hopes to collect at least 
^2,000.00 of this sum and thus keep the spending for the year within the income. 
It is clearly understood that gifts to this fund must come from individuals and can, 
if desired, credit on the church of the individual thus contributing. These gifts 
should be over and above the amount pledged or given to the individual church 
quota. The reduced budget compels your Board to regretfully deny applications for 
aid from churches, in financial need, led by worthy pastors. 

Since April 30th the Convention has received a bequest of ^10,000.00 from the 
estate of Mrs. Alice Howard Bennett, through her sisters. Miss Edith M. Howard 
and Miss Mary L. Howard. This bequest becomes part of the permanent funds 
of the Convention, bearing the name of the donor. The Convention has also re- 
ceived notice that a block of securities have been bequeathed to the Convention by 
the late Mrs. Florence Wilkinson, of South Norwalk. In due course of time these 
securities will also be added to the permanent funds of the Convention and carry 
the name of the donor. The Convention has received from the Woman’s Mission 
Society of the North Lyme Church a savings bank account of ^59.05. The church 
has ceased to function but holds its organization. The Woman’s Society in closing 
its work kindly remembered the Convention with the balance which it had on hand. 
This amount will be added to the permanent funds of the Convention. The Con- 
vention is greatly appreciative of the kindly thought and generosity of those who 
during their life time were keenly interested in the work of the Kingdom in the 
local church and in the broader field of the state and the world. They have, by 
this thoughtful action, extended their ministry out into the years and will continue 
to serve the great cause which was dear to their hearts and that of the Master. 

During the year the Convention has issued one annuity contract, covering two 
lives, for ^3,000.00. Since April 30th the Convention has sold the Southington 
Italian chapel property which for several years has been a liability rather than an 
asset. The advantage to the Convention lies in the fact that it is relieved of pay- 
ing the interest on the mortgage. The sale price of the property covered only the 
mortgage and expenses in the transfer of the property. The Convention appreciates 
the services of L. P. Hutton, of Southington, who kindly cared for the property 
and secured a purchaser. 

The Research Committee of The Northern Baptist Convention is making a 
critical study of all the budgets of the cooperating and affiliated organizations of 
that body. The representative of the committee spent several hours, with the gen- 
eral secretary, surveying the Convention activities and finances. The committee may 
have some suggestions to submit to the Convention or the Board. 

Survey Committee 

The Survey Committee, W. E. Crittenden, chairman, authorized by the Board 
and appointed by the president in June, 1933, has been diligent and a careful sur- 
vey of the activities of the Convention is befng made. Some conclusions have been 
reached and some recommendations already been put into action. The committee 
will report during this meeting of the Convention. 
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Annuities and Legacies 

The Board calls attention again to the matter of legacies and annuities. It is 
our hope that members of our constituency who are interested in perpetuating and 
extending the work of the Convention beyond their life time, when providing for 
the disposition of their estate, will give consideration to The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention and its work and thus continue their ministry. The Convention also 
is authorized to issue annuity contracts covering one or two lives. Annuity rates for 
single life are published on the inside front page of the Annual. These are similar 
to the rates offered by some of the National Societies and other State Conventions 
and will remain unless at some future date a change in the rates should be adopted. 
Rates for two lives can be secured by application to the general secretary. The an- 
nuity provides a means by which a person who has in mind remembering the Con- 
vention the opportunity of purchasing an annuity, which will bear a higher rate of 
interest than is offered by banks or from an average investment. 

Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion 

For several years the Board had among its committees that of the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation. The change in the set up of The Northern Baptist 
Convention organization, authorized by the Rochester Convention in 1934, made im- 
perative a change in the name, personnel of the Board and its relationship to the 
Convention. The By-Laws, revised last year, has a section as follows: "A Mission- 
ary Committee, to be styled 'The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion’, consist- 
ing of not more than eighteen members. The Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 
of Connecticut and the National Societies of The Northern Baptist Convention each 
shall have the right to appoint one member, preferably from the membership of the 
Board of Managers of The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” The Board of Pro- 
motion is separate and distinct from the Board of Managers in its operations. It 
reports its activities to the Convention and the Council of Finance and Promotion 
of The Northern Baptist Convention. It has a separate budget and collects the 
missionary money through its director. Rev. Horace B. Sloat, and promotes the pro- 
gram of The Northern Baptist Convention. The full report of the Connecticut Bap- 
tist Board of Promotion will be found in the Annual. 

Christian Education 

The Christian Education Department, financed by the Convention in coopera- 
tion with The American Baptist Publication Society, is under the direction of the 
Committee on Christian Education and the director of Christian Education, Rev. 
O. P. Campbell. This department supervises the educational work of the Sunday 
schools in the churches, the young people’s work, daily vacation Bible schools, the 
Summer Assembly at Storrs, and all phases of religious training in the church. Full 
report of this department will be found in the report submitted by the director di- 
rectly to the Convention and published in the Annual. Appreciation should be ex- 
pressed to the Publication Society for its generosity in continuing the work of the 
children’s worker, Mrs. P. E. Dixon, of Waterbury. Formerly, Mrs. Dixon’s work 
was financed by the Convention and the Society. Reduction of income compelled 
the Convention to withdraw its support to this work but the Society has continued it. 
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The Publication. Society merits the loyal support of all our churches and schools 
in the matter of new hymnal books, church school periodicals and materials. Again, 
we call attention to the fact that all materials and books of any kind used in churches 
or by individuals can be secured through the Publication Society. If these supplies 
come from other publishing houses, the Society can furnish them and receives a 
commission for all such sales. Baptist envelopes, duplex or single, carrying scripture 
verses and missionary items are issued by the Society. 

Aided Churches 

The Aided Church Department is under the supervision of the Aided Church 
Committee. During the last year there have been several changes in the number 
of churches receiving aid from the Convention. These are the Bridgeport, German; 
Bridgeport, Second; Hartford, Bethel; Mansfield Depot, Dunham Memorial; Rock- 
ville, First African, and the Waterbury, Tabernacle. These have been discontinued 
because of the resignation of their pastors. One of them has made application for 
a renewal of the appropriation. The Fitchville Church notified the Convention that 
it was withdrawing its request for aid. Hartford, Olivet Church reduced the amount 
of its appropriation by ^100.00 per year and has also relieved the Convention from 
the payment of interest on its mortgage. New Haven, Olivet Church assumed the 
interest payment on the mortgage, thus relieving the Convention from that obli- 
gation. The statistics of the Aided Churches will be found in the table attached 
to the Report of the Board in the Annual. 

BRIDGEPORT PARISH PLAN. The Board instructed the general secre- 
tary to conduct an inquiry through local people in Bridgeport with the object in 
view of suggesting to the churches the Cathedral Plan of church cooperation. Rep- 
resentatives of six Baptist churches were called to a conference. A general commit- 
tee was set up, a tentative plan adoptd and submitted to the churches. All, with one 
exception, took favorable action. There are some difficulties in the way of the per- 
fect working of such a cooperative plan, such as difference of language, but the 

ideal is good and as the cooperation develops, all the churches in the group will 

become self-supporting. 

New Americans 

The New American Work is carried on under the direction of the Committee. 
This work, which is carried on in cooperation with The American Baptist Home 

Mission Society, with the exception of the two missions for the Czecho-Slovakians, 

has continued during the year. There has been one change in the pastors — that 
of the Italian Church, Meriden, Rev. D. Scalera, pastor, who has removed 
to an Italian mission in Lynn, Mass. The church called as his successor. Rev. F. P. 
Fasano, of the Lynn mission. This change was made on or about October 1, 1935. 
For summary of reports from the missionaries see the Annual. 

Suf field School 

Suffield School received during the last year ^1,615.49 toward the ^50,000. 
Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund. The Fund has now reached a 
total of ^36,900.00. Several years ago this Fund was begun and by annual action 
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of the Convention has been continued. The further continuation of it is dependent 
upon the action of the Convention which each year votes that a sum of ^3,000.00 
be added to the missionary quota of the state, the percentage paid to the school 
to be fixed by the relation of the ^3,000.00 to the state quota. The Board recom- 
mends said action this year. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, president, and 
Rev. Major L. Johnson, secretary, is the means by which Connecticut Baptists give 
aid to students preparing for the Christian ministry and other forms of religious 
services. The Society has a small permanent fund and its income is supplemented 
by an appropriation from the Convention. This appropriation amounted to ^1,275.00. 
The amount given to the Society has been greatly reduced in recent years because 
of the financial condition of the Convention’s budget. The report from the Society 
indicates that the number of applicants for scholarships is increasing. Great care 
is taken in scrutinizing each applicant that the money may be wisely invested. See 
report in the Annual. 


Affiliated Organizations 

The delightful affiliation of the Convention with the Woman's State Mission 
Society, Miss Mary L. Howard, president, continues. The Convention makes a small 
appropriation annually to the work of the Woman’s Society. The Society holds its 
annual meeting in May and in the early autumn has its annual house-party. Both 
of these meetings are largely attended and the programs are filled with information 
and inspiration. 

The New England Baptist Conference has under its auspices the Ocean Park 
School of Methods. A small appropriation is made to this School by the Conven- 
tion. The Convention is represented on its list of officers and trustees by the direc- 
tor of Christian education and the general secretary. 

The Connecticut Council of Churches and Religious Education up to this year 
received an appropriation from the Convention. This year because of decreased in- 
come it was found necessary to cancel the appropriation. The Convention however 
is affiliated with the Council through some of its officials being on the Council 
Board and committees. 

The Convention also is deeply interested in the Men’s State Council and is ap- 
preciative of the cooperation of the Council in its work. Last winter thirteen simul- 
taneous banquets were held in different parts of the state. These brought together 
lOOO men. These banquets have taken the place of the annual laymen’s banquet 
held heretofore in connection with the State Convention annual meeting. The usual 
Outing and Conference was held in September. 

Publications 

The Connecticut Baptist. The Board again calls the attention of the churches 
to the state paper and urges the churches to secure a larger list of subscribers in 
their local fields. This paper renders a real service to the churches in the way of 
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information concerning the larger program of the denomination and of the work in 
local churches. The editors would welcome church news from the pastors or others. 
The subscription price of 25 cents per year places it within the reach of everyone. 

Missions should be in every Baptist home. More and more the magazine is 
becoming popular and is one of the best means by which one can get a view of 
what missionary money is doing in the world. For twenty-eight consecutive months 
there has been an increase in the subscription list for Missions. 

The Watchman-Examiner is the only regular weekly publication in the 
field of The Northern Baptist Convention. Through the Watchman-Examiner the 
reader can keep in touch with the news of the home field and secure articles of 
interest. 


Conclusion 

Your Board urges the churches to give careful consideration to the Forward 
Fund Campaign of The Northern Baptist Convention, which has as its goal the in- 
creasing of its income, within two or three years, by ^500,000., through increased 
giving on the part of the churches. Any or all churches which give during the 
year an amount in advance of last year will be classed as a Forward Fund Church. 
The dominant urge for this campaign lies in the need in all the areas covered by 

the program of the denomination and the hope that the downward trend in giving 

may be concluded and an upward trend may be commenced. 

Your Board also urges the churches to give consideration to and a part on its 
program to the Call to Prayer, issued by Dr. J. H. Franklin, president of The 
Northern Baptist Convention. The call centers in the Lord’s Prayer, with especial 
emphasis on "Thy Kingdom Come”. Literature on this subject will reach the pas- 
tors and churches in due time. Prayer that inspires devotion, sacrifice and conse- 
cration of time, ability and money will be a potent factor in strengthening faith, 
deepening love, and advancing the cause for which Jesus lived and died. "We can- 
not go farther, until we go deeper and we cannot go deeper until we go higher.” 

During this tercentenary year in the life of Connecticut the eyes of its people 
have been turned, for a season, into its historical past. Its genesis, its development, 
its contributions through personalities to art, science, education, literature, invention 
and progress have been reviewed. Christianity through the church, and personali- 
ties, has made a great contribution to the life and welfare of the state. The con- 
tribution of religion was featured in addresses, pageant, and parade. Baptists in 

Connecticut began their contribution to the life of the state early in its history and 
has continued its ministry to this hour. In recognition of the tercentenary a sketch

Our 
forbears would consider their posterity unworthy of the cause in which they are en- 
gaged, if they rested on the laurels of the past and failed to face the future and 
press forward toward the goal of a universal brotherhood fashioned after the char- 
acter and ideal of Jesus.

Annual Report — 1934 - 1935 


The initial meeting of this new Board, as now constituted, with representatives 
(the majority) from The Connecticut Baptist Convention, the Woman’s Baptist Mis- 
sion Society of Connecticut, the State Men’s Council and the Seven National Societies 
and Boards, was held in the Men’s Club Room of the Central Baptist Church, Hart- 
ford, on January 10, 1935. 

The Board was duly organized with Rev. B. N. Timbie, Chairman; Miss Mary 
L. Howard, Vice-Chairman; and Rev. Horace B. Sloat, Director. 

By vote of the Board, the Director was authorized, in keeping with the votes 
passed by the Council of Finance and Promotion of the N. B. C. and according to 
the business regulations of The Hartford National Bank and Trust Co., to make 
the necessary transfers in the names of the "Collections Account” and the "Promo- 
tion Operating Budget Account”. These transfers are matters of record at the Bank 
and in the minutes of The Connecticut Baptist Board of Promotion. 

By vote of the Board, the following persons were appointed a Sub-Committee, 
to function when necessary, between Board meetings: Rev. Henry E. Hodge, Miss 
Mary L. Howard, Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Miss Rosa O. Hall, Secretary E. E. Gates, Mrs. 
H. S. Palmer, Rev. B. N. Timbie, and Director Horace B. Sloat. 

These changes in our Promotional "set-up” followed upon the action of the 
Rochester Convention in 1933, based upon the report of the Commission of Fifteen, 
which report, it was felt, represented the mind of the N. B. C. constituency. 

The fact that these changes could be and were made at a time, when the De- 
nomination was passing through a most trying period in its history, would seem to 
prove that our people are irrevocably committed to the policy and program of co- 
operation, as over against, the policy and program of individualism. 

It should be kept clearly in mind, therefore, that the task of The Connecticut 
Baptist Board of Promotion is to endeavor to carry out among our churches within 
the State, the promotional plans of the Council of Finance and Promotion of the 
N. B. C., with such modifications as may be necessary in any given situation, with 
the free consent and co-operation of the churches. 

In the light of all the changes that have taken place, it is gratifying to note 
that the transition from the old order under the Board of Missionary Co-operation 
to the new form of organization was accomplished without any serious interruption 
of the established promotional activities of the denomination, carried on within our 
state. 


State Promotional Activities 

The director, in addition to attending to the varied details of office routine and 
committee meetings, visited and counselled with 78 churches; attended and partici- 
pated in the programs of 17 Associational, 6 State and 5 National group meetings. 
He taught in two Schools of Missions for six consecutive weeks. 

He was assisted by six National Leaders, experts in their respective fields, 22 
Missionaries, representing eight of our ten Foreign mission fields, the Office Staff, 
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and other State Leaders, all of whom rendered invaluable help in keeping the pro- 
gram of the denomination before the churches. It is of interest to note that mis- 
sionary speakers were in contact with our churches, somewhere in the State every 
month of the past year except July and August. 

Other Promotional Agencies 

LITERATURE 

Hundreds of pieces of general literature, dealing with different aspects of our 
work as conducted on all our mission fields at Home and Abroad passed through 
our office to the churches and organizations within the churches during the year. 

Then there was the distribution of specific pieces of literature for certain defin- 
ite purposes, e. g. Bible Reading Cards, sent every month to all the churches to the 
number of 5000 each month. The January Booklet, Harvests, packed full of up 
to the date, interesting missionary information, attractively written and illustrated, 
sent to the churches on order, to the number of 4100 copies, with the hope and 
prayer that such use would be made of the booklet as would result in a more in- 
telligent understanding and appreciation on the part of our churches of the needs 
of people, less privileged than ourselves. 

To make effective the knowledge gained from all sources the literature on the 
Every Member Canvass Plan was devised and where requestd was sent to the churches 
to give intelligent assistance for raising both the Current Expense and Missionary 
Budgets. An increasing number of our churches used this literature last year in 
part or as a whole. 

In this connection two new features were introduced to stimulate interest in 
understanding and reaching our denominational objectives, namely, the Fireside Forum 
detailed program and the Thanksgiving Pageant, Hitherto-Henceforth. The Forums 
were conducted in neighborhood gatherings and whete attention was given to details, 
much interest and enthusiasm was created in our general program. Since the Thanks- 
giving Pageant presented certain episodes in Baptist history, the material was of 
more prornotional value than many of our churches realized, at the time. 

Visualizations 

We continue to call attention to the value of the Stereopticon and urge its 
skillful use in picturing to the mind in vivid fashion the varied forms of work on 
all our mission fields, supported with the money given by our churches. Some 
churches of other denominations make more use of our slides than many of our own 
churches, nevertheless, approximately one-third of our American speaking churches 
used slides for 183 visualizations. More of our churches could use them with real 
profit to their membership. 

Mid-Year Meetings 

Only three were held this last year. Ashford, in Willimantic; Hartford, in 
Hartford; and New Haven, in Meriden. The team consisted of Rev. R. P. Capen, 
South China, Miss Elsie Kappen, and Dr. H. S. Myers, New York. Dr. Myers 
discussed the Technique of the Every Member Canvass. The addresses of the other 
members of the team were built around the theme, "The Church for Such a Time as 
This”. We of Connecticut, where the mid-year meeting idea was born, have held 
steadily to the idea because of the value of the program in stimulating interest in 
missions. 
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The Presidential Party 

On January 17 and 18, the President’s Party, made up of Dr. Avery A. Shaw, 
Ohio; Dr. W. H. Bowler, New York; Dr. Jn. M. Moore, Bridgeport; and Mrs. 
Leslie Swain, Rhode Island, met the representatives of many of our churches in the 
First Church, New London, and the First Church, Bridgeport. Three full, interest- 
ing sessions were held each day and remarkably well attended considering the incle- 
ment weather. In all the addresses and throughout all the conferences, emphasis 
was put upon the Live It Through program For Such a Time as This and a strong 
plea made for Missionary Recovery and Christian Social Action. The program of 
the President’s Party took the place of the Mid-Year Programs in Fairfield, New 
London, and Stonington Union Associations. 

State Men’s Activities 

These began with the Outing and Conference held in Niantic, September 22-23, 
with 370 men in attendance. The program consisted of a Forum on Men’s Work 
in the local church and several addresses by Charles A. Wells, illustrated with pastel 
drawings. Other addresses were made by members of the State Council, Dr. Lackey 
and Gustav Bochman. 

As has been the custom in recent years, our men held their annual banquet in 
connection with the Connecticut Baptist Anniversaries in Hartford, on October 12. 
C. C. Tillinghast, Head Master of the Horace Mann School, New York, was the 
speaker. 175 men were present. 

On February 19, with a view to reaching a larger number of men in our churches, 
the State Men’s Council "set-up” and sponsored 13 Fellowship Dinners in 13 cen- 
ters, Putnam, Willimantic, Torrington, Hartford, New Britain, Waterbury, Meriden, 
Mystic, Norwich, New London, New Haven, Bridgeport, and Stamford. Of the 
13 speakers for these dinners, three were Pastors, four were National Secretaries, 
one was a State Secretary, and five were Laymen. Such was the success of this ven- 
ture, that it is planned to have similar dinners on April 10, 1936. 

To assist the men of our churches to understand the attitude of the denomina- 
tion on the vital questions of the day as expressed in the resolutions passed at the 
Rochester Convention, the National Council prepared, printed and distributed through 
the State office to Men’s Groups in the churches, an eight-page folder, entitled, "To 
Integrate With Action the Report of The Committee on Resolutions of the N. B. C.” 
It was used in what was called Fifty-Fifty Forums.

Conclusion 

This financial mirror reflects a picture. While a number of churches gave more 
to missions than the previous year this advance was neutralized by the failure of 
many churches to maintain the level of giving for the year 1933-34. While we are 
grateful and appreciate beyond words to express the splendid co-operation of all those 
who made possible the results of the year, nevertheless this picture haunts us. Here 
is reflected again the fact that the "tide of missionary contributions” continued to 
recede in many churches and therefore with many individuals. 
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Watchman, tell of the night. Why this apathy that seems to have gripped 
so many of our churches resulting "in lessened spiritual interest and practical sup- 
port” of both local church and our world encircling Missionary enterprise? This 
situation should give us pause. No tinkering with machinery, no adoption of de- 
vices, ’no shouting of Shibboleths, no hastily prepared and administered nostrum is 
going to remedy this situation and usher in the dawn of spiritual and moral recov- 
ery. We will never "outthink, outlive and outdie” those faiths and forces that make 
our task difficult until we get the vision, and are willing to make the venture with 
the same vibrant passion for missions that created a Paul, a Judson, a Peck, and 
all those who followed in their paths. We hear Dr. Stanley E. Jones frequently quoted, 
"Before we can go farther we must go deeper”. Some speaker at Colorado Springs 
said a bit more to the point, "Before we can go deeper we must go higher”. This 
is probably what Dr. Franklin meant when he challenged the delegates at the N. 
B. C. to a concert of prayer using the petition "Thy Kingdom Come”.

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DEPARTMENT OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

We have considered it our mission to keep our churches in step with the ad- 
vancing trends in Christian education. The experience and knowledge of the years 
under the leadership of men and women of great vision is the background to our 
program. We are continuously sharing this heritage and vision with our church 
leaders. The improvements taking place are in proportion to our success in con- 
tacting the churches with our program. 


Education for the Whole Church 

Christian education has definitely passed the stage of primary interest in theory 
and organization. There is a rising tide of dissatisfaction with the conventional 
teaching methods and organizational complications within the church. The purpose 
of Christian education is to provide skill and generate spiritual passion for the en- 
richment of personal religious living. It aims to apply the teachings of Jesus to 
individual and social salvation. Christian education is taking place in the experience 
which comes to all who participate in the work of the church as a fellowship of 
Christian living. It is the continuous achievement of religious experience and Chris- 
tian personality. Where this is understood Christian education is heartily received 
and made a vital factor in all the functions of the church. Organization must be 
simplified. There is a growing demand that the Sunday school, as an organization, 
along with many other societies, shall submerge its identity in the corporate body of 
the church. Organization is excess baggage when it is not flexible enough to serve 
as a means of cooperation for the whole church as she concentrates all her forces 
around a common cause. This cause or mission of the church is clearly visualized 
and well defined in our program of Christian education. 

Our Graded Curriculum 

Our present graded curriculum is the outcome of the last fifty years of exper- 
ience throughout Evangelical Protestantism. It embraces the total life of the pupil 
and concentrates on the needs for religious living on each level of growth from 
childhood to maturity. The Keystone Graded Lessons, as a complete series, are built 
with the total life of a growing person in view. They embody the accumulation of 
knowledge gained through all the years of teaching and numerous revisions in lesson 
materials and curriculum building. No one will claim that the contents of this cur- 
riculum is adequate in any of its emphasis. The extreme limitations due to lack of 
home religion and of time which the weekly services of the church provide for edu- 
cation renders this weakness too apparent to need any argument. There is not enough 
worship, Bible, missions, temperance, self-expression or any of the important elements 
in complete religious living. Since our leaders who have prepared our graded series 
have recognized this and have sought to include what has proven to be most essen- 
tial to the religious life of persons at every step of their development, it must be 
apparent that the occasional custom of setting aside this series to provide more ade- 
quate time for some special interest is unwise. It unbalances the religious experience 
of the growing person, throws the curriculum into confusion and deprives the pupil 
of the experience most essential to his religious life at the particular point where the 
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substitution is made. We commend a study of the complete Keystone Graded Cur- 
riculum to find this all inclusive and well balanced program of life. 


The United Youth Program 

The Christian youth of this generation is seeking, as never before, the direct ap- 
plication of the teachings of Jesus to personal religious living and facing their im- 
plications in all the issues of life. We have succeeded this year in bringing all the 
youth agencies of Connecticut into closer co-operation than they have ever been. It 
is in response to the appeal which is made by the New United Youth Movement, 
"Christian Youth Building a New World”. Young People’s Societies and senior 
departments in church schools throughout the state are setting up studies, discus- 
sions and projects around such subjects as "Youth Action in Personal Religious lav- 
ing”, "Building a Warless World”, "Use of Leisure Time”, "Breaking Down Bar- 
riers”, and "The Liquor Problem”. Excellent helps and reference materials are being 
made available for all such groups. The program provides the basis for a great inter- 
church fellowship which will make more vital the interest in and support of the 
great missionary undertakings of the denominations. There is sufficient elasticity 
and ample provision for covering all the essential functions in the local church life 
and the missionary projects of the communion to which the church belong. 


The Summer Assembly 

This year was the tenth anniversary of our Summer Assembly program. It 
fully measured up to the reputation it has established as one of the most valuable 
projects sponsored by The Connecticut Baptist Convention and one of the best rated 
summer assemblies under the Department of Christian Education of The American 
Baptist Publication Society. The enrollment was one hundred. The program seeks 
to provide eleven days of life in the atmosphere of a fellowship of complete religious 
living. Many aspirations and life problems common to adolescents are brought to 
light and great life purposes discovered. All the studies were conducted on the 
level of Standard Leadership Training. The subjects covered also had a relation to 
the "Christian Youth Building a New World” movement. 


Ocean Park

The director served as one of the teacher supervisors at the New England Bap- 
tist School of Methods. This was the twentieth anniversary of this School. It has 
been pne of the great influences throughout the churches of New England during 
these years. The attendance is not as large as a few years ago. The trend has 
been toward a lower age level, with fewer adults in attendance. We are sorry to 
report that the attendance from Connecticut has been reduced to about a dozen fully 
registered delegates. It was hoped, when we began our State Assembly, offering 
much the same training, that there would still be a goodly number who would be 
free to attend Ocean Park later in the summer. Rev. W. G. Towart, of Benning- 
ton, Vermont, is rendering a fine service as dean. 
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Adult Education 

We are beginning to realize that probably the greatest weakness of the church 
is the absence of a purposeful and serious program of adult education. Our progress 
with childhood and youth is blocked or neutralized by the religious indifference of 
their parents and the lack of understanding and vision on the part of church offi- 
cials. Adult Christians drift away from the church into spiritual degeneracy and 
become stumbling blocks to their children. 

There is special need of providing a life centered program for our young men 
and women who are brought up through our excellent program of youth to the 
early years of adulthood, if the church is to hold them and profit by their leader- 
ship in the years of their greatest ability for Christian service. It is in this field 
of adult education that we must look for a genuine revival of the spiritual power 
of the church for our times. 

We recommend to all our churches the consideration of our new "Learning for 
Life Program”. It comes to us as the result of many years of study and experience 
in the field of adult education throughout the country. It suggests a three year 

cycle of courses adaptable to the interests and needs of any local church situation. 
It offers a balanced program of religious living for adults in the form of six gorups 
of courses, on: The Bible, Christian Faith and Experience, Christian Family Life, 

The Church, Social Relations, and Leadership Education. 

State Commission on Christian Education 

During the year the State Board of Managers authorized the Education Com- 
mittee to set up a State Commission on Christian Education to be composed of 
about fifty people. This Commission will meet annually for at least one full day 
to get acquainted with the current program of the Department of Christian Educa- 
tion and prepare themselves for more intelligent cooperation and more effective lead- 
ership in the churches. 

This Commission will be divided into sub-committees to work out goals, and 
promotion plans for the various divisions of our educational work. It is planned to 

function in the following areas: children’s work, young people’s work, leadership 

training and administration. The State Committees on Evangelism and Social Ac- 
tion have been invited to function in coordination with this Commission, as their 
goals are essentially integrated with the educational work of the denomination and 
the churches. It is our hope that this Commission will make our plans and pur- 
poses more definitely apparent to our constituency and strengthen the support of 
this department among the responsible leaders of the churches. 

Social Action 

The director actively cooperated with the State Committee on Social Action 
this year by promoting studies and group discussions on social issues, and presenting the 
findings of The Northern Baptist Convention on Social Action. We also repre- 
sented the Committee at several hearings at the State Legislature on issues critical 
in the social and moral life of the State. These activities are given in the report 
of the Committee on Social Action. The director also worked with interdenomina- 
tional committees on temperance, peace, and social relations. 
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Vacation Schools 

The director participated in a state-wide program of vacation school promotion 
in cooperation with the other state directors and the Connecticut Council of Churches 
and Religious Education. Several local fields were visited to enlist the active interest 
of persons qualified to lead in this work. Coaching conferences were conducted in 
Hartford, Norwich, New London, and New Haven. We are urging the churches 
to include the vacation school in their annual programs as one of the best ways to 
supplement the meager hours available for Christian education. 


Leadership Education 

During the year we have issued nearly 300 credits on our Standard Leadership 
Training Courses to teachers and workers in the churches. The director has as- 
sisted churches and communities in organizing training schools and taught several of 
the classes himself. About two-thirds of these credits are awarded through our 
Summer Assembly work. 

A complete revision of the Standard Leadership Education Program is now ready. 
Courses are offered on two levels of requirement; one for advanced work correspond- 
ing in a general way to the old standard, and one on "First Series Courses” for 
those not ready for the advanced work. Many pf the subjects covered in the new 
leadership education program are included in the adult program "Learning for Life” 
where they may be taken regardless of standard requirements. 


Our Special Emphases 

The International Council of Religious Education, through the cooperating de- 
nominations, features certain annual emphases in the field of Christian Education. 
During the past year it was "Christ in the Life of the Home”. As a part 
of our state program of adult education we outlined programs and conducted con- 
ferences on this theme in fifteen centers throughout the State. In addition to this 
the subject was made an important feature in local church prograrris and in city, 
county and state conferences and conventions. This has resulted in the establish- 
ment of parent study groups and forums in many churches. 

The emphasis for 1935-36 is on "The Church” and the slogan throughout North 
America is, "The Church Presses On”. We shall seek to give the church a place 
of worthy appreciation in the thinking of the people and make constructive appraisal 
of the values in her ministry and message. It suggests a study of the past, a sur- 
vey of the present, a plan for the future. It calls us to face the challenge which 
the great issues of our day present to the church. Let us examine every function 
of our local program this year to see that Christ is supreme in the life of the church 
and that she is prepared to meet the cry of human anguish in this crisis of the 
world’s history.

For 1935 

No annual report from the children was required in this division this last year. 
We miss it now in making a survey of our accomplishments. 

Five circular letters have been sent out to the Key-Leaders of Children’s Work 
in the local churches. With these went not only suggestive materials but much 
thought and prayer. But most of the Director’s office time has been spent on per- 
sonal correspondence with some of these same workers. The number of Key-Leaders 
has dropped to eighty-seven, and a few are inactive, but there are many alive and 
alert to improve their church’s program for children. By Associations they are dis-

One of the bright spots of the year is the Assembly at Storrs. Enrollment in 
the Children’s Work Specialization Courses rose to a new level, which is most en- 
couraging. Moreover, we find many of our boys and girls going home and clamor- 
ing for a chance to teach. One young person said, "And I want to be a good 
teacher, not like some I’ve had.” 

Workers will be interested to know that our Keystone Beginners’ Lessons have 
been re-written and are this year being tried out in over a hundred different churches 
of all types in the Northern Baptist Convention. Connecticut has one of these 
churches and may have another if any one is interested. The lessons will be ready 
for publication next fall. 

We are tremendously interested in the new Commission of Christian Education. 
The Children’s Division already has eight members. 

The Director will be glad to visit any school, but is especially interested to help 
the small church school. Several appointments have already been made for this 
fall. This year, children’s work has been given a place on the program of two 
associational meetings, one way of making helpful contacts with local workers. 

If we are interested in the training of our future Baptists we should look to 
our children’s groups. Find out whether there is a Key-Leader and whether she 
is functioning. If she is not, there must be a reason. Find out what it is and give 
your Director of Children’s Work a chance to help. 

In closing, I would thank Mr. Campbell for his cooperation and inspiration, 
and the pastors for their increasing interest in this department.

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REPORT OF THE SURVEY COMMITTEE 

Report of the Survey Committee of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, to the 
Convention which convened at New Haven, Conn., October 17, 18 and 19th, 1935. 
Presented October 18, 1935. 

At a special meeting of the Board of Managers of the Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention, held June 7, 1933, it was voted that the president appoint a committee of 
five to survey the work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention and report at a fu- 
ture meeting of the Board. 

At the meeting of the Board, held October 12, 1933, President Timbie ap- 
pointed the following committee: Miss Rosa O. Hall, Mrs. P. F. Wolfenden, Rev. 
D. P. Gaines, Charles H. Bidwell, and Walter E. Crittenden, chairman. 

A formal report was made to the Connecticut Baptist Convention when it con- 
vened in Hartford in October, 1934. A further report is submitted as follows: 

During the past year the committee has studied the aid given to certain churches 
and has made recommendations to the Board of Managers of the Convention. Sug- 
gestions have been made concerning the work in certain centers as Bridgeport and 
Hartford and other places. Studies based upon recommendations have been and 
are being carried out. Other matters which have concerned the committee have been 
annuities, the relation of the Board of Promotion to the State Convention, the rela- 
tion of the Religious Education Department of the Convention to the Connecticut 
Council of Churches and Religious Education, the possibility of uniting, in this age 
of automobiles, more than one field under a single pastorate, the possibility when 
needed in some city of uniting all of the Baptist churches and all of the pastors 
into one working unit, and in some cases the re-adjustment of salaries and aid 
given to pastors and churches.

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S BAPTIST MISSION SOCIETY 

OF CONNECTICUT 

Because this is Tercentenary year, we have been reminded again and again of 
the courage and faith of our forefathers, who dreamed dreams and saw visions. 
However, they were not the only one who have planned for the future of our state. 
We have here in our denomination, wise and able men and women who carry on 
their hearts the welfare not only of Connecticut, but of the whole world, and among 
them are the women of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society. 

The year has brought many changes in the personel of our leaders, and we 
are fortunate in finding women of ability and consecration to fill the vacancies. The 
New England District has looked to Connecticut for a president, and found her in 
the person of Mrs. H. S. Palmer. Mrs. Arthur Brown has consented to resume the 
position of State Secretary Director, which Mrs. Palmer has held for the past four 
years. Mrs. B. R. Gardner, Missionary Education Secretary, has built up such an 
organization that two people are needed to handle it. Mrs. Gardner will continue 
with the Reading Contest and Miss Eleanore MacKenzie, of Southington, will take 
up the Missionary Education work. Our two V^hite Cross Divisions have been 
unified with but one Secretary, our willing and efficient Mrs. Eddy. Mrs. Baird 
Shultis, of est Hartford, has become the new Student Counselor, having re- 
ceived her training in Hartford Association. For several years our C. W. C. work 
has been passed from one to another, but it has now come into the experienced 
hands of Mrs. E. E. Gates, where we know it will prosper. 
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Only a few items from our yearly report can be mentioned. Mrs. Gardner 
reported an increase in Schools of Missions and cited the unusually successful School 
put on by the Ansonia church. She also mentioned a Men’s Group in Central 
Church, Hartford, which has read a large number of study books, one man read- 
ing twenty-seven — an outstanding example to men’s groups in other churches. 

Among the objectives for this year are: a thousand subscribers to Missions, 
and ^4500 to be raised in our Mite Boxes. The women are also asked to pay es- 
pecial attention to the first point in the Standard of Excellence. 

Much could be said of the tireless and faithful efforts of the other secretaries 
whose work I have not mentioned specifically, and of our President, Miss Howard, 
who by precept and example, exhorts and commends us, and urges us to our best 
endeavors. 

Miss Alif Stevens, who died in May, had been a faithful member of our Board 
for many years, and made a worthwhile contribution to the society in her work as 
College Counselor. 

Of great importance to the Girls’ Work is the W. W. G. Houseparty held 
annually at the shore. There, a selected group receive instruction and inspiration: 
a little leaven "to leaven the whole lump”. How much more helpful if more girls 
could have the opportunity! 

Although the storm did its worst, it could not dispel the warmth and enthus- 
iasm of those who attended the Woman’s Houseparty in September. The full time 
registration was the largest it has ever been, altliough the rain kept many away. 
The program centered around the subject "Road-Builders” and this was carried out 
in a most unique and attractive manner. Mrs. William R. Moody, of East North- 
field, who led the devotional periods, brought our women to a mountain top of 
inspiration and consecration, as she shared with them the spiritual "treasures of her 
years of radiant and triumphant Christian experience. Each woman felt it her 
duty and privilege, through sacrificial giving and effort, to "Make straight the High- 
way of our God.”

MISSIONARY EDUCATION IN CONNECTICUT 

The Missionary Education Work in Connecticut has shown a steady growth 
during the last few years under the efficient leadership of Mrs. Benjamin Gardner. 
During 1934-35 we did sustain some loss in the number of Foreign Missionary Pro- 
gram Meetings held and Missionary Sermons reported, but we had a corresponding 
gain in Home Missionary Programs and Programs on Peace, Stewardship, etc. While 
we most certainly do not want to lose our interest in the world wide service of the 
Church, nevertheless it is perhaps a good sign that we are manifesting interest in 
conditions near at hand for we are so often told that one of the chief obstacles 
of our missionaries is the fact that Christianity is not being practised as it should 
be in America. 
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W e may also report gains in the number of churches reporting, though there 
are still many who send no word of the work they are doing. We have more mis- 
sionary committees, more churches represented at conferences, more Sunday schools 
having Missionary Education, more people reading five books, and more churches 
meriting the Certificates. While some of these gains are not large the work as a 
whole is showing a very steady growth and the outlook is encouraging.

The churches in the six associations which won the loving 
cups for outstanding work done in 1934-35 were Stafford, New Milford, Central 
Church of Hartford, Southington, Waterford Second (Quaker Hill), and Volun- 
town. We feel more than ever the need of information — up-to-date and written 
from a Christian viewpoint if our constituency is to become truly missionary minded.

REPORT OF THE CONNECTICUT WORLD WIDE GUILD 

1934 - 1935 

Missions! What does that word mean to the ordinary high school pupil 
of today? The Guild is opening new Gateways and is putting new meaning into 
this word "missions”; so that the girls are becoming "mindful of the millions, who 
sit in darkness”. Before a girl joins the World Wide Guild she must sign a pledge 
which reads: In joining the World Wide Guild, I hereby promise to engage ac- 
tively in all the work of the guild, to attend its meetings regularly if possible, to 
pray daily and definitely for the World Wide Missions and to give to the mis- 
sionary apportionments of my church.” She then repeats the covenant, which is: 

Mindful of the millions who are still in darkness because they know not the Sun 
of Righteousness has arisen with healing in his wings; remembering the words of 
Christ, who said, T am the Light of the World’, and again, 'Ye are the Light of 
the World’; I gratefully pledge myself to work henceforth with him; giving time, 
money, and prayer, that upon such as sit in darkness and the shadow of death, the 
light of life may shine.” ’ 

This past year the Guild Gateways have been opened to 577 Connecticut girls 
in 34 churches which ate formed into 50 guild chapters. These girls have become 
interested in Missions, and so they have been studying and have entered the Gate- 
way to Knowledge. "Study to show thyself approved unto God, a workman that 
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needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” These girls have 
held 325 program meetings, 44 mission study classes, and over one half of the girls 
entered the reading contest. Twelve chapters qualified in the reading contest, which 
means that every member of the chapter has read five required books — one inspira- 
tional, two foreign and two home. These girls gained 10,780 points, which also 
count on the women’s reading contest. 

After the girls have obtained knowledge they wish to share it with others, so 
they enter the Gateway to Service. The girls pledge to give their time and money. 
In the past year 34 chapters did white cross work — spending over ^131.00 for the 
materials. They gave plays and pageants; lead devotional meetings at the town 
farms; visited the shutins; and did their part to make some heart lighter on Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, as well as throughout the whole year. They gave ^859.51 
to missions for their special guild gift, which was over and above the amount that 
they gave to the regular church offering. 

Another Gateway that the girls enjoy entering is the Gateway to Recreation. 
Several of the girls attended conferences at Storrs and Ocean Park this past sum- 
mer. In September we held our annual fall houseparty at Indian Point House, Stony 
Creek, Conn. There were eighty-two at our banquet Saturday night and about 
seventy stayed over. The Canelabra which is given to the group or chapter obtain- 
ing the most points on the state standard of excellence for the year was presented to 
the Senior Chapter of the Huntington Street Baptist Church, New London. The 
other chapters which received honorable mention are: —

At the housparty my White Cross Secretary, Miss Hazel Baker, of New London, 
resigned, but I was fortunate in obtaining Miss Gertrude Ericson, 566 Arch Street, 
New Britain, to take over this important work. 

The Gateway of opportunity was opened to every girl who attended the house- 
party this year, because she had the pleasure of meeting and knowing Miss Grace 
Maine, who sailed back to her station in Burma on October 16th. The other guests 
were Miss Helene Moore, Guild Secretary for Eastern Massachusetts, her White 
Cross Secretary, Mrs. Bertha Ferry, and two other guild girls from Massachusetts, 
as well as our own beloved Edith Wing. 

Last spring we held three rallies at the following places: 

Third Baptist Church, Norwich, with 85 present 
First Baptist Church, Bridgeport, with 80 present 
Bristol Baptist Church, Bristol, with 140 present 
Total at three rallies — 305 present. 

Now let us go forward and enter the Gateways to the Future. The first thing 
that we see are the three rallies which are given by the guilds, but are for every 
girl who is interested. These are to be held in Preston City on October 26th; 
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Stamford on November 2nd; and New Haven on November 9th. Then there is 
our own Vesper Services held in each church on the first Sunday in December, 
when Guild Girls join hands around the world and pray for their missionaries on 
the home and foreign fields. 

In closing I’d like to say that the Connecticut Guild Girls are cooperating with 
the other organizations in the churches to help make the Gateways to the Future 
brighter and happier for all the Missionaries.

REPORT OF THE CHILDREN’S WORLD CRUSADE 
FOR CONNECTICUT 

As I am just beginning my work as Children’s World Crusade secretary, I 
haven’t a report to make, but would like to tell you something about the Children’s 
World Crusade. It is the organization through which missionary education is pro- 
moted for Baptist boys and girls under twelve years of age. 

The Crusader Company includes boys and girls from nine to eleven years of 
age; the Herald Band, children from six to nine; the Jewel Band, children under 
six. All three groups are part of the C. W. C. 

Why have a C. W. C. in our church? 

1. Because it links our boys and girls to the great missionary organization. 

2. It helps to develop friendly attitudes toward children of other races. 

3. It is a training camp for missionary leaders. 

4. It affords an opportunity for activity and service. 

5. It encourages the reading of missionary books and the writing of book reviews. 

6. It insures to the Church of Christ within the next fifteen years, a band of 
young men and women whose lives are committed enthusiastically to missions. 
There are but two requirements for enrollment in the national organization: 

namely, the study of missions and giving to missions through the regular denomina- 
tional channels. 

There are only 11 C. W. C. companies in the state. We hope to at least 
double the number this year. 

If you cannot have the separate organization in your church, is it not possible 
to correlate the work of the Junior Department of the Church School with the Cru- 
sade Company; the Primary Department with the Herald Band, and the Jewel Band 
wfth the Beginners? Mission study may be carried on during the Expanded Ses- 
sion, the Junior Church, the Church School of Missions, the Week Day Session 
or on a Sunday afternoon. 

C. W. C. leaders think that better educational results will be secured by a 
continuous study of missions and recommend that the program be given for six 
consecutive weeks in the fall and six in the spring. 

We have some very attractive study material. Our home theme is "Mexico”. 
The text books contain stories and background material with suggestions for proce- 
dure, worship, projects and activities. 
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For our foreign study, one of our Connecticut girls, Margaret Holly Tuck, 
has written six programs for junior age based on the book, "Wonderland of India , 
and six programs for primary age called, "A Journey into Jungle Land”. The 
special gift container for this year is the Wonder Wheel, a Carrier of the 
Gospel. It is a wheel with slots for ten dimes. Carriers with one wheel are wheel- 
barrows in China and push-push in Africa. Two wheelers— bullock carts m India, 
donkey carts in Puerto Rico and Cuba, and bicycles everywhere. Three wheelers— 
river boats, side cars and airplanes. Four wheelers— automobiles and wagons. The 
money placed in these containers applies on the missionary quota of the church. 

The books listed on "The Story and Study Hour of the Children’s World Cru- 
sade” are the books for which credit is given in the Reading Contest. 

The Woman’s Mission Society of the state has made it possible for each asso- 
ciation to have a Traveling Library. A church may have four of these books for 
a month by applying to the Associational Secretary. 

Will you help promote this work in your Church? 

"The world moves forward on the feet of little children” and we need to be 
sure that their feet are placed in paths of Christian service to all people.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

The Committee has been unable to do more than observe the trends during the 
year. Our services have not been sought by any pastors or churches and we have 
had no means of promoting definite plans or conferences. A suggestive letter, with 
enclosures, was mailed to each pastor prior to the Easter season. 

A study of the additions to the churches for the past thirty yfears shows an 

average of 916 baptisms. The record this year is 546. Our net per year for 

thirty years has been but 128. This is about 9/10 of a member each year, per 

church. The implications of such a fact are left to you. In 1905, thirty years ago, 
it cost the Baptist churches of Connecticut ^213.00 per convert. Since then our 

home expenses have so greatly increased that each baptism cost us ^3,500.00 last year. 
Forty-five churches report no baptisms. The total number of 546 is just 50% of 
the average for thirty years. 358 of these came through the Church School. 

This is not the whole story. The total gain for the year, by baptism, letter 
and otherwise, is 873. The total losses were 784, leaving a net gain of only 89 
members, produced by about 140 churches. It has cost the Baptists of Connecticut 
^5,000.00 for each one of these 89 additions. ^400.00 more if State Convention 
cost is included. 

Evangelism is more than just recruiting new members. It includes conservation 
and development of the spiritual life of all the members. No statistics are avail- 
able for our Convention that enable us to gauge the real condition in our churches 
as to attendance at the worship services and support of the spiritual program of the 
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church. Our condition is probably like other areas where such surveys have been 
made. If this is true, the studies of Roger Babson in 3000 Congregational churches 
showing only 43% of the church membership attend the main service are pertinent. 
Not counting non-members, this means that only 33% of the church members attend. 
A study of seven Ohio city Baptist churches reveals that only 32/4% of the resi- 
dent members attend the morning service. Studies that relate to the Church Schools 
show that over a third of the teachers do not stay for the morning worship and 
that 60% of the children do not remain. 

Dr. E. H. Dutton, Secretary of the Department of Cities of the Ohio Baptist 
State Convention, reports that two years survey reveal this condition among the 
churches: 

1. Scarcely one-half of the members of our churches are active. 

2. Less than one-third of the resident members attend the morning service. 

3. One-half of the members received from time to time are soon lost to our 
fellowship. 

These facts mean little to us unless they are typical of Connecticut. Can we 
as pastors and churches justify ourselves before the Great Head of the Church? 
Why are we so inefficient? What is hindering the advancement of the local church? 
When considered by itself, perhaps every pastor and church believes that everything 
is being done that can be done. Every church thinks its situation is unique or the 
worst ever. When viewed as a whole, there is not much to inspire us by way of 
achievement in the field of evangelism. The facts should challenge every pastor and 
church to new endeavor. 

- Inquiry among pastors indicates that many churches are unwilling to support 
special meetings. To vote for them implies the obligation to attend and assist. The 
program of the average church member is so full of business, social and club activity, 
movie attendance, etc., that there are no evenings left for evangelism. Prayer meet- 
ing has long since ceased to be an item in the church-member’s weekly calendar. 

Many pastors desire to hold special meetings with the help of an evangelist or a 
neighboring pastor, or to conduct a visitation effort but cannot get a favorable re- 
sponse from the very officials who have called them to lead in the work of Christ. 
The pastor is not alone to blame for the failure to produce. No doubt some lack 
courage and others take the easy road, but the great majority of pastors would re- 
joice, with joy unspeakable, if the church they serve would take the matter of evan- 
gelism seriously and enthusiastically. 

Our evangelistic opportunity has not vanished. Unconverted people exist in 

great numbers within the church and all around every church in the State. We 

have almost given up the idea that adult conversions are possible and quote statis- 

tics to prove it. We depend on the Church School to enable the church to survive. 
It is my conviction that we are depending too much on what we call the natural 
process of religious nature. If we can’t win the godless and indifferent parents we 
will, soon lose their child, in spite of church membership. The Church School is 
bearing too great a part of the burden of recruiting and such as is done in the 
Church School is often quite lacking in terms of Christian experience. We must 
look more to the truth about this matter of child conversion. 

27,000,000 boys and girls of school age receive no religious instruction, in the 
United States, according to survey studies. Can this be true? If it is, it is a

terrific indictment of the church. But it is all too true. The Boy Scout Council 
of New London area has just completed a survey of the public schools. 18% of 
the boys from 8 to 15 years of age have no church contact. In the town of Mont- 
ville, 20% have no church contact and the other towns have like proportions. And 
there are just as many girls. 

The Convention Board of Managers recently authorized the formation of a Com- 
mission on Christian Education, and this group, now in the process of formation, will 
study the field and set up a promotional program aimed to include the total educa- 
tional program. Evangelism must be the center of this program and the committee 
on evangelism is glad to cooperate and stands ready to join with the committee on 
Christian Education in a forward movement. 

Dr. Rhoades, Investigator for the Council of Finance and Promotion of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, made a recent visit to State Headquarters. His first 
inquiry concerned our program of evangelism. We really haven’t any, other than 
that of the local church, and he could easily detect it. Speaking of the whole De- 
nomination, he said, "The situation is critical. We must win more converts or else 
we are beaten.” Has the time not come for a major effort in evangelism, spon- 
sored by and paid for by the State Convention? The Committee on Evangelism has 
had practically no appropriation for three years. We have economized to help bal- 
ance the budget, a commendable goal. However, let us not longer neglect this 
vital work of evangelism. Promotion of a very definite and persistent kind is always 
necessary and our Convention is no exception to the rule. Of what profit is it, if 
we balance the budget, and get by another year without going in the red, if, in so 
doing, the foundations of the State Convention Organization, are neglected, left to 
decay because we neglect this fundamental process of evangelism that always has and 
always will remain the hope of the Church. 

We appeal to every pastor and church to put the banner of evangelism on their 
church standard. The fact that some pastors do get results indicates that the day 
of opportunity has not passed. "Now is the day of Salvation.”

Resolved that we, the Connecticut Baptist Convention, do hereby endorse, and 
urge the immediate passage of, the proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States to prohibit the appropriation of public money for sectarian purposes, 
as follows; 

ARTICLE OF AMENDMENT 

No law shall be passed respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof, nor shall the National government, or any State, county, 
city, town, village, or other civil division use its property, or credit, or any money 
raised by taxation or otherwise, or authorize such to be used, for the purpose of 
founding, maintaining or aiding by appropriation, payment for services, expenses, or 
in any other manner (other than by remission of taxation), any church, religious de- 
nomination or religious society, or any institution, school, society or undertaking which 
is, wholly or in part, under sectarian or ecclesiastical control. 


Resolved that we, the Connecticut Baptist Convention, recommend to our churches 
a Peace Plebiscite in November and December, 1935, according to the suggested plan 
adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention at Colorado Springs, as follows: 

(1) The use in our churches of the Baptist peace ballots, which may be ob- 
tained from the American Baptist Publication Society and which afford opportunity 
for our constituency to register expressions of personal conviction, with choice of 
several forms of declaration. 

(2) The setting aside of November 10 as Armistice Sunday for pulpit discus- 
sion of the issues involved and for distribution of the peace ballots not for imme- 
diate signature but to be taken home for mature consideration. 

(3) The intensive study, between Armistice Day and Christmas Sunday, in 
whatever departments of the church may be found practicable, of the bearing of 
Christian principles on the problem of peace, 
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(4) The setting aside of Christmas Sunday for further presentation of the 
cause of peace and for the return of the peace ballots.

STANDING 

During the year the members of the Committee have attended two ordination 
councils, as follows: 

Max Muttelstedt, Meriden. 

George R. Pohlman, New Haven. 

The year has been marked by the following changes in the ministry: 

11 ministers have removed from the State; 

4 ministers have made a change of pastorate within the State; 

2 ministers have resigned without charge; 

14 new ministers have been welcomed in the State; 

2 candidates have been ordained; 

4 ministers have passed on to their heavenly reward. 

Standard adopted 1934. 

1. The candidate for ordination should be a member of the church which or- 
dains. 

2. The call for a council of ordination should be on the recommendation of 
the Committee on Ministerial Standing, and should be sent to all the churches 
of the Association. 

3. The educational qualifications for ordination should be: 

(a) Standard college and theological studies with graduation; 

(b) Or, standard theological studies with graduation, besides two years of 
college study. 

4. If a candidate for ordination has not had the educational preparation listed 
above, ordination should not be granted until he has completed at least a 
two years’ course of prescribed study. 

5. A candidate for ordination should have completed his course of studies, and 
should be either a pastor, or pastor-elect, or under appointment for mission- 
ary or educational work. 

6. A candidate for ordination should be able to give clear convictions of truth 
upon subjects kindred to, God; the Person of Christ; the Work of the Holy 
Spirit; the Church and Its Ordinances; World Wide Missions; and he should 
be able to give evidence of the implications of these truths in their relation 
to the life of the individual, the life of the church, and the life of the world.

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REPORT OF THE OBITUARY COMMITTEE 
Rev. J. W. Carpenter 

Rev. J. W. Carpenter was born August 29, 1866, died July 12, 1934. He was 
ordained to the Christian Ministry in 1900. He served the following churches: Gay 
Head, Mass.; Pembroke, Maine; West Woodstock, Vt.; Noose Neck, R. I.; and 
East Killingly and Mansfield Depot, Conn. He studied at the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute in Chicago. For a number of years he had lived in retirement, making his 
home in Providence, R. I. His church membership there was in the Central Bap- 
tist Church. 

Rev. B. F. Nye 

Rev. Benjamin Franklin Nye was born July 2, 1850, at South Kingston, R. I., 
the son of Benjamin and Betsy Champlain Nye. In his early boyhood his parents 
moved to Lebanon. He was converted in 1873 and was thereafter at all times deeply 
interested in Christian work, though he was not ordained until 1898. He served 
churches at Scott Hill, where he was ordained, Salem, Cornwall Hollow, Hampton, 
and Colebrook, Conn. He also did Missionary and Evangelistic work in this State. 
He died in Lebanon, November 15, 1934, and his funeral services were held at the 
Lebanon Baptist Church, by the Pastor, Rev. Andrew G. Littlefield. 

Rev. Allyn K. Foster, D.D. 

Rev. Allyn K. Foster, D.D., was one of our outstanding ministers. Possessing 
a very brilliant and scintillating mind he had given himself to a serious study of 
the relation between the sciences and religion and became a wise and expert inter- 
preter of- the relationship between them, He was so familiar with the field of 
science and the Gospel that he could speak effectively to students and faculties of 
our institutions, and he had a very great and beneficial influence wherever he spoke. 

He prepared for College in Maryland, studied at Johns Hopkins and Yale 
University, taking his M. A. degree from Yale. He also studied in the Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, receiving there the degree of Master of Theology, and 
later received the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity from Brown University. 
He was ordained in Louisville, Kentucky. Between 1892 and 1918 he was Pastor 
in various churches in Kentucky, Connecticut, New York, and Massachusetts Dur- 
ing the World War he did very helpful war work. 

He is survived by his widow who is living in New York City, a son, who is a 
practicing physician, and a daughter. 

Rev. Charles Lafayette Snow 

Rev. Charles Lafayette Snow was born at Smith Cove, Nova Scotia, July 5, 
1868, and died at Joggins Bridge, Nova Scotia, February 4, 1935. He was gradu- 
ated from Colby University in the class of 1897, and from Newton Theological In- 
stitution in 1900. His ordination took place at the Baptist Church in Willington, 
Conn., June 14, 1900. He was pastor at Willington from 1900 to 1903; at the 
Third Church, Norwich, 1904 to 1907; West Medway, Mass., 1908-1911; Hopkin- 
ton, N. H., 1911-1916. He served as Evangelist for the New Hampshire State 
Convention for a few years after which he was for a time the Superintendent of 
Buildings at the Northfield Seminary, Northfield, Mass. Later he returned to Nova 
Scotia and had two pastorates there, one at Tancook, and the second at Jeddore.

Rev. T. Hawthorne W. Jones 

Rev. T. Hawthorne W. Jones, who, with his wife. Rev. Florence Jones, was 
pastor of the First Mansfield Baptist Church, Spring Hill, and the Mansfield Center 
Congregational Church, died at his home in South Windham on Friday, February 
23, 1935, after a long illness. He was born in Capetown, South Africa, son of a 
Lieutenant in the British Army. He came to the United States in 1914, and to 
Connecticut in 1920. A few months before his death the United States District 
Court held a special session at his bedside that he might become a citizen of the 
U. S. He is survived by his wife, a daughter, a sister, and a brother. The funeral 
service was held in Willimantic, and conducted by the Congregational Minister, as- 
sisted by Rev. D. W. Lovett of the Baptist Church. 

Rev. Edwin E. Sundt 

Rev. Edwin E. Sundt died in the Willimantic Hospital, April 30, 1935. He 
was born in Halsingfors, Finland, December 16, 1891. His educational training in- 
cluded a diploma in 1924, and a B. D. in 1929 from Crozer Theological Seminary. 
He studied at the University of Pennsylvania, and received a Master of Theology 
degree from the Hartford Seminary Foundation in 1931, and had also completed 
a course for a Ph. D., which would have been conferred at the Convocation of the 
Hartford Seminary later in the spring. He was ordained in the First Baptist Church, 
New London, in 1924. He served as pastor at Willington from 1924 to 1929. 

Here the quality of his ministry was such that the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society invited him to become Director of the Department of Rural and 
Village Churches, which position he filled from 1929 to 1933. He was the author 
of several works bearing on town and country churches, and was lecturer on rural 
church problems at Newton Theological Seminary in 1927-1928. 

The last two years he served as pastor of the Memorial Church, Pawtucket, 
R. I. He rendered a splendid ministry. His funeral was held at Willington Hill 
on Thursday, May 2, 1935. Rev. Robert B. Hueston, the pastor, was assisted by 
Rev. Chester H. Howe, of Lynn, Mass.; his pastor in New London; and Prof. A. 
J. W. Myers, of Hartford Seminary. The sympathy of a wide circle of friends is 
extended to his wife, his three children, his mother, sister and brother. 


Rev. Elvin Daniels 

Rev. Elvin Daniels was born in Miama County, Indiana, January 24, 1880. 
He received his education in the grade and high schools of the state and was gradu- 
ated from Butler University, Indianapolis, 1914. He was student pastor during his 
college course. He held pastorates in Indiana, as follows: Kentland, Monticello, 
Linnwood Christian Church, Indianapolis, and Springport. He served six months 
with the Y. M. C. A. overseas. He studied for two years at Yale University and 
served as pastor of the First Baptist Church, West Haven, Connecticut. After that 
he returned to Seymour, Indiana, where he served until his death on March 11, 
1935. He is survived by his wife and adopted daughter and his son. Rev. Earle 
Daniels, former pastor of Olivet Baptist Church, New Haven.. 
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Rev. William T. Thayer, D. Th. 

Rev. William T. Thayer, King Ferry, New York, died in June, in the Water- 
town, New York, hospital. He was enroute to his summer home on the St. Law- 
rence River, when taken ill. He was born in Clarks Green, Penna., August 3, 1876. 

He was a B. A. of Colgate University, a graduate of Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
School, and a B. D. of Newton Theological Institution. He also took graduate 
work at Yale and Harvard, and a post graduate course in Auburn Theological Sem- 
inary where he received the degree of D. Th. He was ordained at Cobleskill, New 

York, December, 1903. He held pastorates at Ashland, Mass.; Norwich and Wal- 
lingford, Connecticut, and Ogdensburg, New York. He was director of religious 
education for the Central Baptist Church, Providence, R. I., and the Rhode Island 
Baptist Convention. Later, he was religious education director for The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. He has served two Presbyterian churches in New York State, 
at Dexter and King Ferry. He is survived by his wife.

Minutes of the New Haven Baptist Association, One Hundred Tenth 
Annual Meeting, October 2, 1935, held with the First 
Baptist Church, Wallingford, Connecticut 

The 110th annual meeting of the New Haven Baptist Association was held 
with the First Baptist Church of Wallingford, on Wednesday, October 2nd, 1935. 
The sessions were called to order by the moderator, the Reverend William H. Barsch, 
of Meriden, at 9:45 A. M. 

The devotions were conducted by the Reverend John H. McLean, of New Haven. 

The welcome was extended by the Reverend Edward M. Conway, pastor of the 
entertaining church. The response was made by the moderator, the Reverend William 
H. Barsch. 

The Program Committee reported that the "Order of the Day” would be found 
in the printed programs and a motion was made and seconded accepting the report. 
The motion carried. 

The report of the clerk was presented by the Reverend Edward M. Conway.

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The New Haven Ministers’ Conference met at 1:30 for the annual meeting 
and the election of officers. 

The afternoon session opened at 2 o’clock with the devotions being led by 
Dr. J. B. Pharr of New Haven. 

The committees appointed at the morning session reported as follows:

It was moved and seconded that the report of the committee be accepted and 
the officers as nominated be declared elected for the ensuing year. The motion car- 
ried.

The Woman’s Hour was presided over by Mrs. H. K. Sutton of New Haven, 
who introduced several chairmen of committees for reports and then called upon 
Mrs. Sage to report the Woman’s House Party. In her very winsome and gracious 
way, Mrs. Sage reported the proceedings of the House Party. 

At the adjournment of the Woman’s Hour, the moderator again resumed the 
chair and under his direction a Forum on Church Attendance was carried out. The 
following phases of the question were discussed by the persons named following each 
topic.

Minutes of the New London Baptist Association 

On Tuesday, September 24, 1935, the 118th session of the New London Bap- 
tist Association was held in the Third Baptist Church, Norwich, Rev. John A. Swet- 
nam, Pastor. The sessions opened at 10:00 A. M. with an organ prelude played 
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by Mrs. William Lund. Invocation was offered by Rev. R. W. Ferguson, New Lon- 
don. The congregational hymn "The Church’s One Foundation” was sung, after 
which the Moderator, Rev. Francis Boone, Niantic, called upon the pastor of the 
entertaining church to bring the address of welcome, which were responded to by 
the Moderator, Rev. Francis Boone. 

V At 10:40 Rev. Walter S. Oddy, Montville, brought a very inspiring message, 
taking for his topic "My Church and My Christ”. 

After the annual sermon, the Moderator read the rules of order and the reports 
of officers were given. The Treasurer’s report showed a good balance in the treas- 
ury. The Auditor’s report was also read. Both were adopted. 

At 11:30, Rev. J. J. Allen, New London, presented a very inspiring address en- 
titled "The Churches In Action”. This was to take the place of the usual reading 
of church letters. The address was given under the following headings: (1) "Gen- 
eral Conditions” — the letters show that all churches are optimistic and to read them 
is to get the impression that the condition of the churches is good. Each church, 
except Colchester, has an acceptable pastor and speaks his praise as to industry, ef- 
ficiency and achievement. The only pastoral change during the year was that of 
Quaker Hill, Rev. J. Swetnam, who was called to the Third Baptist Church, Nor- 
wich, and the Rev. Frank Coleman of Brockton, to Quaker Hill. (2) "Christian 
Education” — Several churches report Daily Vacation Schools and successful workers’ 
conferences. (3) "Missions” — Central Church, Norwich, records that land has been 
purchased for the James L. Case Memorial in Japan. Several churches speak of 
the value of Dr. Agar’s conference. (4) "Evangelism” — Several churches report 
evangelistic efforts. Total received by baptism for the year, 55; by letter, 46; ex- 
perience, 2; total, 103. 

This address was followed by an address "Our Achievements and Failures” by 
Dr. David A. Pitt, Norwich. He emphasized the need of church letters recording 
the actual conditions of the church rather than some outstanding achievement. 

Mr. J. Dalbert Courts was welcomed by the Moderator and played an offertory 
number. The morning offering amounted to ^9.00. 

At 12:15, dinner was served by the ladies of the church. 

At 1:45, the aftemon session commenced with a report of the Committee on 
Missionary Co-operation by Mrs. Charles Gardner, Waterford. Her report stated 
that the missionary contributions this year was. 01500 less than the previous year. 
Several returned missionaries visited the churches of the Association during the year. 

An address by Rev. George H. Strouse, Fitchville, followed. Mr. Strouse took 
for his subject, "Why I Believe In Missions”. He said in part that it was a paying 
proposition; also because of the Imperial Word of God — "Go”. 

This was followed by a report of Social Service, by Richard W. Mansfield, 
New London. This report showed that several of the churches in the Association 
had been doing some form of social service during the year, including hospital visita- 
tion, jails, homes for the aged and poor farms and the caring for the needy of 
their churches and communities. 

This was followed by discussion, led by Mrs. David Pitt, Norwich. Much in- 
terest was taken in this discussion as the matter of prohibition was brought into it. 
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and the churches were urged to look into the matter of alcoholic education in the 
schools, as required by the new law. Many took part in the discussion. 

Then at 2:35 the report on Evangelism was given by Rev. J. J. Allen, New 
London, and an address on Evangelism by Rev. Richard I. Porter, New London, 
also followed by discussion, led by Rev. John A. Swetnam, Norwich. 

At 3:00 there was an address on Religious Education, by Rev. R. W. Fergu- 
son, New London. This was followed by a discussion which proved very interesting, 
led by Director O. P. Campbell, State Office. 

Then at 4:25, the business of the Association was transacted, as follows: 

Committee on Nominations — reported by Rev. A. G. Littlefield, Lebanon (See 
list of officers) . 

Resignation of Mr. Shepard B. Palmer was accepted as Trustee of the Rising 
Fund, and Mr. Emery Davis, Norwich, elected as a Trustee. 

This report was submitted by Rev. A. G. Littlefield, Deacon Fred Beckwith, 
and Deacon James E. Griswold. 

Deacon Fred Beckwith reported that two applicants for aid from the Rising 
Fund had been received and that aid had been granted, and two more were still 
on the waiting list. 

Enrollment Committee, presented by Rev. Walter S. Oddy, Montville: 

120 in attendance at morning session^ — <lelegates 46, ministers 10. All sessions 
were largely attended. 

Rev. Walter S. Oddy also reported on the obituaries. 32 members of the va- 
rious churches had passed on to their reward, including one retired minister. Rev. 
Benjamin F. Nye, First Baptist, Lebanon. Presented on behalf of the committee. 
Rev. Walter S. Oddy, Rev. George Strouse, Rev. Harry P. Broth well. 

Resolutions Committee presented the following: 

RESOLVED, that we publicly express our appreciation to the Third Baptist 
Church, Norwich, for their cordial hospitality and their sister church, the Greene- 
ville Congregational, for their generosity in allowing us the use of their church build- 
ing for some of our sessions; 

RESOLVED, that the Program Committee be commended for their courage, in- 
genuity, and choice of leaders in presenting to us this opportunity of frankly facing 
the general conditions that exist in our churches of the Association, and the oppor- 
tunity of discussing better methods of furthering the work of Christ; 

RESOLVED, in view of the increasing interest in the problems of Missions, 
Social Action, Evangelism, and Christian Education, as evidenced in our sessions to- 
day, it is recommended that still further plans of action be adopted in each individual 
church, for we believe that only an inclusive program of this type can fully interpret 
our Christ and our religion to the outside world. In this connection, we remind 
churches that the report of the Committee on Social Action of our denomination is 
available.

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At 5 o’clock a meeting of the permanent council was called for the election of 
officers. The Secretary reported no business and re-election of officers took place, 
as follows: President, Rev. J. J. Allen, New London; Secretary, Rev. J. A. Swetnam, 
Norwich. 

Supper was served at 6 o’clock by the ladies of the church.

Miss Marie Butterfass, of Hartford, 
with 41 in attendance; Junior and Intermediate, presiding. Rev. Harry Brothwell, 
Waterford, discussion leader, Mrs. Rachael Coleman, Quaker Hill, 27 in attendance. 
Young Peoples’ Work, presiding, Mrs. Guy F. Radway, New London, discussion 
leader, -Rev. J. J. Allen, New London, 17 in attendance; Adult Department, pre- 
siding, Mr. Mervin Leffingwell, Norwich, discussion leader. Rev. O. P. Campbell, 
State Office, 22 in attendance. 

At 8 o’clock special music was given by the Third Baptist choir and an inspir- 
ing address by Rev. Horace B. Sloat on “The Achievements and Challenges of the 
Northern Baptists”.

Minutes of the Stonington Union Association 

The 163 rd Annual Meeting of the Association convened at the Groton Heights 
Baptist Church, Wednesday, June 12, 1935, at the call of the moderator. Dr. E. P. 
Fitch. 

Worship was lead by Rev. F. A. Tobey on the subject "Making Our Service 
Christian”. Pastor Atha welcomed the guests of the day and Moderator Fitch re- 
sponded. Pastor Atha assisted the clerk. Rev. R. W. E DeWolfe in reading the 
church letters. Certain reports were accepted, that of the Treasurer of the Widows’ 
Fund, and that of the Missionary Reading and Library, by Mrs. B. R. Gardner. 

Rev. George Atha was called upon to give a summary of the activities of the 
Missionary Committee which just now does not have any special responsibility for 
its former missionary-aided churches, such as the Miner Meeting House, Laurel Glen, 
Clark’s Falls, and Center Groton Chapel, churches which are making their, own way. 
It was pointed out that the missionary committee now functions more largely in co- 
operation with our State Convention and in helping to plan the annual mid-winter 
missionary program. 

Committees and announcements were given out. 

Mrs. Arthur Brown explained that the Women of our churches, last year, had 
reported that the traditional women’s missionary hour at the Association, should be 
given up, and that the mid-winter missionary meeting be held instead. This report 
was not read at the time, but is to be read in June, 1936. It was also suggested 
that women should be more generally appointed to serve on standing committees. 

The annual sermon was preached by Rev. Nicholas Shepler on the subject "Paths 
to Certainty”. Rev. IT. B. Sloat commended the message and the messenger, saying 
"He came out right, — at the cross of Christ”. 

Dinner was most acceptably served in the church vestry. 

In the afternoon. Rev. P. W. Back led in worship with a talk on "Did not our 
hearts burn within us as He walked and talked with us”. Mr. and Mrs. Back sang 
"His Grace is Enough For me”. Rev. Elmer Scates led in prayer. Concerning the 
missionary speaker, Mrs. S. S. Clark, who served in China, Dr. Burtt M. Timbie 
of Meriden, in following her said, "Mrs. Clark, in her work and address has exem- 
plified the way of true Christ-like neighborliness”. Dr. Timbie also commended 
the entertaining church and pastor, for their almost unsurpassed support of local and 
kingdom-wide enterprises of the denomination. 

In his own address. Dr. Timbie made a strong plea to "Keep the Quality Up” 
in personal life, in patriotism, worship, in molding character, in 'learning the art of 
living together, and in keeping the superb character of Christ before the world in 
a day when the old puritan standards seem to be vanishing, when the economic ap- 
peal to union is so strong, and when there has been inability and failure to maintain 
a persistent and effective evangelism. 
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The treasurer’s report was given and accepted. The nominating committee re- 
port was given, and the clerk was instructed to cast one ballot for the election of 
their nominees. The present method of printing minutes in the Connecticut Baptist 
Annual was declared acceptable. Dr. E. P. Fitch bore his personal testimony before 
the delegates as to his joy in the association work. 

The Obituary Committee reported 85 deaths and a gain of 75 through baptism. 
Rev. Everett Mathewson, of Pendleton Hill Baptist Church, led in the obituary 
prayer. The benediction was pronounced and the meeting adjourned.
